•Officials  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Department  of  Virginia, 
have  expressed  concern  to  me  as  to  the  activit^s  of  the  Franklin 
Development  Foundation,  Inc.,  a  Delaware  corporation  authorized  to  do 
business  in  Virginia,  iThich  has  established  itself  in  tihe  Jordan  Springs 
Hotel  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia. 

The  certificate  of  incorporation,  I  am  informed,  states  tiie  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  corporation  as  follows:  _  , 

"The  objects  or  purposes  to  b|  promoted  or  carried  on 
and  for  which  this  Corporation  is  formed  and  for  which  it 
shall  exist  are  to  operate  solely  exclusively  as  a  -bene¬ 
ficent,  charitable,  educational,  eleefeosynary  organization, 
not  for  profit,  with  power  -to  admindster,  hold,  invest  and 
reinvest  such  fvmds  as  may  be  received  by  it  from  gifts, 
bequests,  grants,  contributions  or  otherwise  which  together 
vd-th  the  earnings  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  beneficent, 
charitable,  educational  and;5pleemosynaiy  purposes  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  betterment  and  Welfare  of  worthy  persons  of  under¬ 
privileged  background  in  any  and  every  vray,  but  primarily 
through  financial  and  other  assistance  provided  them  in  order 
that  they  may  receive  education  and  practical  training  in 
agricultural,  industrial  or  scientific  pursuits,  thereby 
^^equipping  them  for  a  useful  life." 

\p  The  W\l  officials  are  disturbed  at  what  they  believe  to  be  the 
errphasis  of  this  organization  on  this  instruction  of  foreign-born 
individuals,  and  they  suggest  that  the  real  objectives  of  the  Foundi 
tion  may  go  beyond  those  stated  in  its  charter. 

I  have  no  personal  information  concerning  the  operations  of  thisH 
organization,  and  I  submit  the  above  as  of  possible  interest  to  the  ^

General  Smith.  Walter  B.  Smith,  general,  United  States  Army. 
Mr.  Tavenner.  When  and  where  were  you  born.  General  Smith  ? 
.Genial  Smith.  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  October  5.  1895. 

Mr.  Tavenner.  Will  yoU'Statfe  to  tJie  committee,  please7  in  a  general 
w£w,  what  your  scholastic  training  has  been? 

General  Smith.  l  am  a  graduate  of  the  parochial  schools  of  Indian¬ 
apolis,  manual  training  high  school,  and  I  have  had  a  year  of  college, 
graduate  of  the  Infantry  ^hool,  Command  and  General  Staff  School, 
Qie  Army  War  College. 

Mr.  Tavenner.  What  is  your  Ajrmy  rank? 

GeneraLSMiTH.  General. 

Mr.  Tavenner;.  I  do  not  think  it  necessary,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  go 
through  all  of  the  various  important  positions  that  General  Smith 
has  occupied  in  the  United  States  Army.  That  is  well  known  and  his 
distinguished  career  need  not,  I  think,  be  attemptedto  be  narrated  here. 
I  would  like  to  ask  you,  however,  what  positions  of  a  civil  nature  you 
have  held  since  1945. 

General  Smith.  Assistant  Chief— since  1945 — ^Ambassador  to  the 
Soviet  Union,  and  Director  of  Central  Intelligence. 

Mr.,  Tavenner..  When  did  you  become  ALmbassador? 

General  Smith,  r  Early  in  1946,  and  I  remained  so  until  1949,  3 
years.: 

Mr.  Tavenner.  When’w'ere  you  appointed  Director  of  the  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  ? 

General  Smith.  Two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Tavenner.  That  would  be  from  approximately  October  of 
1950? 

General  Smith.  October  7,'  1950. 

Mr.  Tavenner.  General  Smith,  during  the  course  of  hearings  being 
conducted  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  in  Los 
Angeles,  the  latter  part  of  September,  a  notice  appeared  in  the  news¬ 
papers  relating  to  testimony  alleged  .to  have  been,  given  by  you  in 
the  course  of  a  hearing  in  a  civil  case.  The  effect  of  this  ^atement 
which  appeared  in  the  press  in  Los  Angeles  was  that  practically 
every  security  organization  of  the  Government  had  been  infiltrated 
by  Communists,  according  to  your  alleged  testimony. 

The  committee  immediately  caused  a  subpena  to  be  issued  request¬ 
ing  your  appearance  here  today  because  tins  is  the  first  opportunity 
that  it  has  had  to  meet-since  completing  the  hearings  in  California, 
for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  of  y6u>r4li!'t  the  basis  was  for  your  t^ti- 
mony. 
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Now,  .after-  returning,  to,  Washington  from  ,  California,  ,  we ‘have 
secured  by  subpena'taicopyrdf  "th^transcript  of  .the,  testimony  ..which 
jvassthe  subject  of  .this  matter, *I.and  I  think  that  I-  should  read.the 
pertinent  part*  of  ;tliat’t^timony,b^fore;aslang,  any  further^questions. 
You  were  asked  this  question'  [reading]  ~ , 

You  worked,  did  you  not,  during  the  'time''youEwere' Ambassador  to  Moscow  as 
an  oflicer;of  ourState  Department? 

,  Answer.  'I  did. 

Question..  Don’t,  you- know  , as  a  fact  that  in.  1947  the  State,  Department  was 
infiltrated  with  Communists?'  ’  '  : 

“  Answer^  I  do  not.  ‘  '  *  ' 

;  ;Question.  Would  you. agree  injthe  period  of  General  Marshall’s  administra¬ 
tion  with  the  accuracy  of  this  statement? 

.  ;Pa"e'  55  of  the;  deposition ‘of  Senator  Benton,  and  his  testimony  is 
quoted  as  follows  [reading] 

-  I  know  there  were  Communists  to  the  State  Department —  — 

and  then  the  question-: ‘  -r— - - ,  .  _ 

Do  you  agree  that  that  Is  a  correct  statement?.'^' 

Answer.  I  would. 

,  Question.  You  would  or  wouldn’t?  \'- 

Ahswer.'  I  would  agree  that  it  is  a  correct  statement 

.Question.  So  thatyou  believe  with  the  Senator  that  there  were  Communists  in 
the  State  Department  of  the  United  States?' 

Answer.'!  do.  Ido.  I  believe  there  are  Communists  in  my  own  organization. 

Mr.  Wamer.  I  think  right  there,  Mr.  Tavenner,  it  might'be  perti: 
nent  to  ascertain  why  the  general  yolunteered  this  after  answering  the 
question : 

.  I  believe  there'are  Communists  In  my  own  organization. 

What  is  the  basis  of  that  conclusion.  General  ? 

General' Smith.  In  the  first  place;  had  I  left  the  answer  stand  as  it 
was,  !  remember  this  was  testimony  ^veh  under  oath  in  reply  to  cross- 
examination:  and  the  implication  would  have  been  that  !  believed  that 
there  were;  Communists  in  the.State  Department;  that  it  had  been 
riddled  with  Communists'.  I  don’t  so  believe.  There  have  been  two 
to  my  knowledge.  Iidon?t  need  to  elaborate  on  the  case  of  Mr.  Alger 
Hiss,  as  being  well-known  to  all  of  you.  I  also  am  aware  or  have  been 
informed  that  about  5  years  ago  an  individual*  in  a'very  minor  position 
in  the  State  Department  was  identified  as  a.Communistj  and  was 
quietly  disposed  of,  and  his  case  is  still  under  investigation. 

That  is  two.  That  is  the  score  as  far  as  I  know  of  it.  It  is  plural, 
Communists. 

Mr.'  Walter.  I  am  not  talking  about  that;  I  am  talking  about  the 
f  urther  answer :  “1  do.”  And  then  you  went  on  and  volunteered : 

•  I  believe  there  are  Communists  in  my  own  organization. 

General  Smith.  I  do,  but  I  cannot  elaborate  on  those  reasons  in 
open  session. 

,  Mr.  Walter.  You  'have  screened  everybody  in  your  organization ; 
haVe  you  hot?  "  ’ 

General  Smith.  We  Have,  indeed  ;.as  I  did  elaborate  further  to  the 
press,  I  have  found  nobody ,'’no  Communists  or  no  penetrations  in  my

General  Sjvuth.  Indeed  you  have.  ...  .  ....  .  . 

Mr.  Walter.  And  when  you  made  this  statement,  it  disturbed  all 
of  us,  because  we  don’t  Jet  just  anybody, look: at  our  fil^,  ahd  more  than 
that,  I  was  disturbed  because  !  happen  to  be  chairman  of  the^Iihim- 
gration  Committee,  and  in  that  position  I  have'  cooperated  with  .yo.iif 
organization  oh-niariy  occadoris,  and  you  know^wnat  L  am  talking

General  Smith.  Certainly,- Congre^mah',' ! will  reply  in  this  way: 

I  believe  so  because  in  the  past  we  have  from  time  to  time  discov¬ 
ered  one  or  two,  and  I  bejieye  that  in  the  future  we  >vill  f  ronx  tinie.to 
time  discover  them,  but  as  I  said,  hone  iii  the  United  States,  hb  Ameri¬ 
cans,  and  none  within  the  scope  of  interest  or  re'sponsibility  of  this 
committee.  ,  ,  -  .  ..  . 

You  will  femembef,  please,  that  I  have  no  r^ppnsibility  insidS  the 
United  States,  and, no  internal  security  responsibility  in  the  United 
States,  and  am, prohibited  by  Jaw  from  exercising  any  of  .those  func¬ 
tions.*  !  trust. that  you  will  hot  ask  me  te.elabofate  further  in  open 
hearing  about  it,  arid  I  would  be  extremely  happy  to  elaborate  at  coh- 
siderable  extent  if  you  will  go  into  executive  session  later. 

Mr.  Walter.  So  that,-  as  far  a's'  you  know,  fliefS  are  hid'  Cdihm'uriists 
in  your  organization  iri  the  United  States? 

.  General  Smith.  Indeed,  yes,  Corigressinari ;  .and  I  believe,  since 
this  thing  has  been  exaggerated,  it  might  be  profitable  to  the  commit¬ 
tee,  with  which  as  you  know,  we  have  worked  closely  in  the  past,  to  tell 
you.hdw  we  screen  our  own  personnel.  .It  is  rather  interesting. 

Mr.  Wood.  I  believe  the  committee  would  be  interested  to  know  that 


at  this.p'dint.  General;-, it  you  don’t  mind  pursuing  the  subject  to  de^ 
veloping  it  a  little  further  for  us. 

General  Smith.  Yes,,indee’d. 

Mr.  Wood;  Proceed.  •  . 

General  Smith.  I  went  over  it  very  carefully,  myself.  The  figures 
are  rather  illuniinating. 

Of  the  applications  which  we  receive, 'and  I  will  have  to  talk  to  you 
on ,  the.,basis  "of  •percentages,'. 80  pe'rcent  are  screened  out  by  our»per- 
sonnel  people.  Let  us  take  the  arbitrary  figure  of  IjOOO.  Of  every 
•1,000  applications,  80  percent  or  a  little  more  are  eliminated  by  our 
persopnm  .people.  The  reirimhihg  2b’  percerit  are  turned,  over  to  our 
Security-  agencies  for  investigation,  iriy  own,  and  the  Federal  Biirdau 
of  Investigation.  ., 

Of  the  rehiairiing  20  percent,"- 11  percent  are  eliiriinated  as  a  result 
of  ^security  investigations.'.  That  "does  not  mean  that  the  individuals 
Cheihselves  are  suspects.  It  ddeb  mean,  that  security  considerations 
of  one  kind  or  another  are  corisidefed  and  they,  include  a  very  wide 
spectrum,  from  those. individua-Js  wlio.Hiay  .have  relatives  behind  JKe 
iron'  cufiairi  and  who  are  thus.susceptible.  to  -pressufeVto-ihoso  ihdH 
viduals  who  may  drink  a  little  bit,  or  talk  a  little  bit.  Eleven  percent 
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are  screened  out,  and  of  thlt  11  percent '4  pcfcerii  a'rg  scrSeried’ out  for 
rdally  genuine  security  feasdris,.4hat- is,  peoplfe>wlid  liitve  cOntaidte 
whicn  we  consider  render  them  undesirable'for  a  sensitiv&sefvifee. 

You  can  see  what  the  r^idue  is.  Those  are’  the'  people  that  Vd  em- 
ploy;.  I’sHould  like  to'  eriiphasize;  liowevef,. that  one  of  the  penalties  of 
serving  with  ah  agency  of  this  kind  is  that  you  are  never  cleared'.'  You 
recognize  whfeh  yoil  joiff^us  tKakyou  afe.'constaritly>g6ing  to  be  under 
investigatiBh,  and  that  ydh  are  ndver  relieved  of  suspicion',  even'  though 
it  be  only  suspicion’ of  piossibleindiasretiori'. 

With  vthat  very  careful  screehihg,*  we  feel  that  we  afd  relatiydy 
pretty  thoroughly  secure  dn  the  XJhiteS  Statjes;  Sirfce  our  responsi¬ 
bilities  are  outside’  6f  the  United  States,*  we>do’  hot  there'  enjoy  ihat 
security,  There  iS  only  one  Organization  of  two  among  the  security 
agencies  bf  G'overnment  which  iS  happily  in  that  positibhl  I  shoiild 
.say  the  FBI  is  almost  entirely  penetration  pro'df.  They  employ  only 
Ame'ricah's  and  they  operate  only  in  the'  United  States. 

Mr.  VEipE.  General,  let  me  say  that  I  do  appreciate  that  last  statcr 
menf;  ybu  madd.  I  am  a'  former  FBI  agent  myself.  I  appreciate  vei^ 
much  the  sensitive  position  that  you  are  irt  at  the  pfesenfc  time/and-T 
do  believe  that  you  are  doing  a  remarkable  job  iri  screening, the;  Cqm- 
munists-an'd^bthei;  subversives  froih  your  own  organization?  as/.well 
as  the  work  you  do  in  combating  worldwide  espioifage.  I  would 
like  to  ask  you  relative  to  the  Pr^idential  e'dict  which  pfeyents^ou 
frorn  giving  any  of  your  files  or  information  do  any  Member,  of' Con¬ 
gress  or  any  congressional  committee  without  the  President’s  ap¬ 
proval — how  do  you  construe  ^that? 

General  Ssimi.^  That  applies  only  to  direct  loyalty,  investigations. 

The  Presidential  edict  is  that  if  in  a  direct  Ibyaltyl  investigation  of  <an 
individual  or  in  connection  therewith,  subpena  should  be  issued  for 
records  or  files,*  it  would  be  referred  to  the'  President  .who', •  presum¬ 
ably  if  it  werej'ustified,-  would  authorize  the  proper  authorities  to.be 
shown  the  files.  A  case  has  recently,  arisen  bf  sus’picibn  of  an.indir 
vidual  in  iriy  own,  agency,'  Senator  McGarfan’s  committee  was  inter¬ 
ested  in. 

Mr.  Velde.  Would  you  tell  us  the  name  bf  that  individual  at  the  < 

present'time?  '  .  . 

General?  Smith.  The  officer  or  the  gentleman’s  name  was  Df.  Oda^ 
renko.  He  has  been  investigated  and  reinvestigated  so  many, times 
that  I  think  he  is  black  and  olue.,  I  was- called  on  byl  a.Meiriber  of 
Congress  for  the  records  in  the  case’  of  Dr.  Todos  M\l^darehko’,-.n6t 
fbrmallyj  but  simply'by  letter.-,  •  ,  ..  j  '.n  (9, .

Odarenko  was  previously  attached  to  the 
Signal  Corps  Intelligence?  . 

General  Smith.  Yes,  Congressman. 

Mr.  Velde.  When  did  Dr.  Odarenko  become  attached  to  \your 
branch  of  the  Intelligence? 

'  General  Smith.  May  I  consult  some  notes  ? 

.  Mr.  Velde.  Yes. 

.  General  Smith.  May  I  read  from  my  notes,  Mr.  Chairman?: 

Mr.  Wood;  Yes.  .  , 

-.  General  SmithI  Dr.  Odarenko  is  a  25-yeaf-old  Kusaan-born  natr 
ufalized  citizen  who  applied  for  Government  employment  in  1949 
and  was  employed  by  the  Army.  The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investiga¬ 
tion  was  requested  to  conduct  an  investigation  of  Dr.  Odarenko  and 
completed  it  in  August  of  1949. 

Tn  October  of'1949  His  employment  was  approved  and  he  entered 
on  duty  as  an  electronics  engineer;  He  came  to  us  shortly  thereafter. 
Oh  the  31st  of  July  1950,  following  our  policy,  he  voluntarily  sub- 
mitfed  to  a  polograph  inteiwiew,  that  i^’  a  lie-detector  test,  in  which 
special  attention  was  given  to  questions  concerning  any  of  his  extra- 
curriciilar  or  Communist  affiliations  and  similar  support  of  or  sym- 
pathiM  with  a.  foreign  power.  The.interview  wk*  favorable  to  the 
subject. 

\About  this'  time  we  received  information  of  certain  anonymous 
charges  which  appeared'  to  emanate  from  a  clique  of  former  coemploy¬ 
ees  in  the  Signal  Corps.  I  may  say,  parenthetically,  that  thok  charges 
einanated  from  one  faction  of  a  "roup  which  has  been  under  sur¬ 
veillance  for  a  considerable  pefioq  oftinie.  It  is  not  that  there  was 
any  suspicion  of  Communist  affiliations,  but  because  there  was"  ^ave 
concern  about  the  general  stability  of  some  of  the  individuals. 

These  charges  have  continued,  sporadically  from  this  same  group 
from  1950  through  January  of  1952.  They  have  been  based  on  al¬ 
legations  that  Dr.  Odarenko  might 'be  subversive  or  ihight  have  sub¬ 
versive  associates.  He  was  reinvestigated  twice  by  our' bwii  security 
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agencies  and  no  corroborative  evidence  has  ever  Been  provided;;  How¬ 
ever,, 'incident  do  .these  charg^,dheTederar.  Bureau  of  dnvestigatibjn 
made  a  second  and  very;  complete  investigatibri^from  October.  1950. tq 
February  of  1951,  and  again  funiished  a  further  supplemental  report 
in  March  of  1951.  . 

In  October  of  195l  the  Centra}  Intelligence  Agency-security  staff 
made  further  investigations,  and  the  Army  supplemented  this  by  de¬ 
tailed  inquiiy  into  their  own  personnel. 

In  January  1952^  and  as  a  result  of  the  four  completelnvestigations 
and  careful  analysis  of  all  information  obtained,  both  the  CentraTIn- 
teliig<3ice  Agency  and  the  Army  came  to;  the  conclusion  that  the  alle¬ 
gations  were  unbounded  and  were'based  on  persona!  friction  and’ill- 
feelihg  developed -in  an  interoffice  feud. 

Hr.  Odarenlco  is  still  in  our  employ^  and  we  have  seen  no  reason  for 
terminating  his  employment. 

Mfl  VeLde.  Do  you  feel  that  Dr;  Odarenko  is  perfectly  loyal  aS"  far 
as  his  work  is  concerned  ? 

•General  Siimi.  I  do,  Congressman. 

Mr.  Velde;  And  that  there  is  nothing  in  his  affiliations  with  any  of 
(  lie  (vommuiiist-front  groups  or  anything  of  that  sort  ^hat  would  make 
him  at  this  time  disloyal  ? 

'^General  S.mith.  I  do.  ... 

Mr:  Velde.  I  believe,  of  course,  and  I  trust,  your  opinion  a  great 
deal,Tbut  I  dp  believe,  IVIr.  Chairman,  that  Colonel  Allen  should  nave 
an  opportunity  to  appear,  before  this  committee,  and  I  don’t  think  at 
this  lime'  thatl  would  be  willing  tohear  him  duq  to  the,  fact  that  I  am 
in  si'damj^aign,  and  I.  think  a  couple  of  others  on  this  committee  are 
in 'canapaigns,  but  I  do.  ask  that  before  the  year  is  over  that  Colonel 
Allen  may  have  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  this  committee  and  tell 
what  he.  knows  about  communism  and  subversives  •in  the  Signal  Corps 
Intelligence,  as  well  as  the  CIA. 

Mr.  Wood.  The  committee  members  interrupted  counsel  aivhiie  ago 
and  have  taken  somettimie,- and  mil  counsel  proceed  how  wkh' further 
investigation  of  the 'witness? 

Mr.  Tavenner.  Possibly  the  record  shoiild  be  corrected  tn  show  that 
the  nanie  of  the -Alien  to  whom  you  refer  was  Col.  Ollie  .I^Allen. 

Mr.  Velde.  How  do  you  spell  the  first  name  ?  '  - 

Mr.  Tavenner.  0-1-1-i-e.  Is  that  correct? 

General  Smith.  I;  don’t  know;  as  I  said  before,  I  glanced  only  at  the 
copy  of  the  report  which  came  to'  my  attention,  and  noted  that  one 
individual  in  my  agency  was  included  in  a  long  list  of  allegations,  and 
turned  the  information  that  I  had  over  to  those  authorities  who  are 
responsible  for  internal  security  and  then  p'roceeded  to  reinvestigate, 
the,  devoted  Dr.  Odarenko. . 

Mr.  Tavenner.  General  Smith,  at  the  time  the  complaint  was  made 
against  Dr.  Odarenko  were  other  pereons  included  in  the  complaint 
and  then  later  became  employed  in  your  agency  ? 

General  Smith.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Tavenner.  Now,  Mr.  (Chairman,  I  will  continue  with  the  read¬ 
ing  of  the  testimony.  The  last  answer  given  by  you,  or  the  last  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer,  I  think  I  should' reread : 

Question.  So  that  you  believe  with  the  Senator  that  there  were  Communists 
In  the  State  Department  of  the  United  States? 

Answer.  I  do.  I  believe  there  are  Communists  in  my  own  organization. 

26«8— 52 - 2 
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Question.  rDo.ypu  know,  them? 

Answer.  I  do  not.”  I  wisli  I  did.  Tdo  eyery thing  I  can  to  detect  them,  tut- 1 
am', morally  certain, 'since  ydu,are.'asklng  ,the  question,  that  there  are:  I  believe 
th'at*  the/'are  so  adroit  and  adept  that  they  ,  have  Infiltrated  practically  every 
security  organization  of  Government  in  one  way  or  another.  And  It  Is  our  func¬ 
tion 'to  detect  them’  where  possible. 

, I  read  further  from  the  testimony  of  Senator  Benton: 

There  Is  no  doubt  tliat  Communists  did  Infiltrate  In  the  State.  Department 
and  this  was  well  known  In  1945? 

Question.  Do  you  agree  with  that? 

Answer.  1  would  be  inclined  to  think  it  is  true. 

General  Smith,  you  were  partially  asked  one  question  that  J  wanted 
to  ask  you,  What  is  the  responsibility  of  your  agency  in  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  there  has  been  Communist  infiltration  in  other  security 
organizations  of, the  Government,  besides  your  own? 

General  Smith.  Within  the  United  States,  none. 

,  Mr.  Tavf.nner.  ^Vhat  organizations  of  the  Government  in  the 
United  States  did  you  have  reference  to  when  you  said : 

1  believe  that  they  are  so  adroit  and  adept  that  they  have  Infiltrated  practically 
every,  security  organization  of  Government. 

General  Smith.  In  a  general  way,  and  I  do  not  wish  to.be  specific  in 
open  hearing,  those  organizations  of  Government  which  have  func¬ 
tions  similar  to  my  owm  that  is, -the  collection  of  information,  the 
intelligence  agencies  of  Government,  with  the  one  exception,  as  I  pre¬ 
viously  stated,  of  the  FBI.  That  does  not  have  to  employ  foreigners, 
and  it  can  exclusively  operate  within  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Velde.  General,  may  I  interrupt  you,  I  am  not  quite  clear.  Are 
there  ai^  other  organizations  besides  your  own  attached  to  the  United 
States  Government  which  investigate  or  collect  information  outside 
of  the  United  States? 

General  Smith.  Yes,  sir;  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the  Air  Force,  and 
various  others.  They  are  vitally  concerned  with  information  of  cer¬ 
tain  Irinds  outside  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Velde.  They  are  not  in  your  jurisdiction? 

General  Smith.  They  are  subject  to  my  general  coordination,  and 
they  are  rteponsible,  as  I  am.  However,  for  their  own  internal  security 
and  ate  as  vulnerable  as  I  am  outside  the  United  States  to  certain  types 
of  penetration,  and  please  remember  that  when  I  refer  to  penetration 
I  am  referring  to  espionage,  that  is  to  a  spy  or  an  agent  of  the  Soviet 
Government  or  of  one  of  tHe  governments  associated  therewith,  who 
in  one  way  or  the  other,  and  it  does  not  have  to  be  on  a  high  level, 
worms  His  ^yay  into  an  organization  for  tHe  purpose  of  collecting 
infonnation'.  '  • 

Mr.  Wood.  Proceed,  witH  your  answer. 

General  Smith.  THat  concludes  it,  I  tHink,  sir. 

Mr;  Wood.  I  tHought  you  were  interrupted. 

General  Smith.  Does  tliat  answer  your  question,  sir  ? 

Mr.  Tavenner.  Not  entirely,  sir.  '  You  have  talked  about  Govern¬ 
ment  security  agencies  abroad,  but  your  statement  as  recorded  in  the 
transcript  of  the  testimony  did  not  .limit  it,  limit  your  answer  to 
security  agencies  abroad.  Your  testimony  was  [reading] : 

I  believe  they  are  so  adroit  and  adept'  that  tliey  have  infiltrated  practically 
every  security  organization  of  Government. 
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Now,- 1  would  like  to  know  what  security  organizations  of  Govern- 
naent  within  the  United'  States  you  had.  reference  to,  specifically^ 

General  Smith.  None.  My  responsibilities'are  all  abroad,. and  my 
knowledge  is  restricted-to  what  goes  on  abroad. 

,  Mr.  Tavenner.  But  that  is  not  what  you  said  in  your  testimony,, 
aiid  you  did  not  limit  it  to  activities  abroad,  and  so  as  the  testimony 
stands  on  the  record  it  is  an  indictment  of  every securitj^  Government 
agency  in  the  laind,  or  every  Government  security  organization  in- the 
land. 

General  Smith.  I  did  not  delimit  it,  Mr.  Counsel,  and'I  don’t  think 
that  it  should  be  taken  as  an'  indictment  by  anybody  who  is  iamiliar 
with  the  law  and  with  the-  limitations  of  my  own  responsibility. 
Those  are  very  clear.  V* 

Mr.  Walter.  We  are  familiar  with  the  law,  but  what  we -want  td 
know  is  what  you  meant  when  you  made  this  very  plain  statement. 

General  Smith.  Exactly  that. 

Mr.  Wai/ter.  And  more  than  that,  I  would  like  to  know  whether 
or  not  you  felt  that  tliere  had  been  a  penetration,  into  this  committee.. 

General  Smith.  I  meant  exactly  what  I  said.  Congressman. 

Mr.  Walter.  You  said  that  they  have  infiltrated  practically  evei'y 
security  organization  of  the  Government  in  one  way  pr  another. 

General  Smith.  That  is  exactly  what  I  meant.  L'have  made  certain 
exceptions,  but  remember,  please,  that  when  I  talk,  I  talk  about  the 
operations  with  which  I  am  familiar. 

Mr.  Walter.  Well,  one  day,  but  then  on  another  day  you  talk  about 
something  else. 

General  Ssnrii.  j  answered  a  questioii,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Mri 
Congressman,  and  1!  answered  it  to  the  best  of  niy  ability  and?elabo- 
rated  as  rapidly  as  I  could. 

Mr.  Walter.  Well,  oh  the  29th  of  September,  you,  said  one  thing, 
and  on  the  30th  you  said  something  else.  What  you  said  on  the ;29ui 
stirred  this  committee,  for  the  reasons  I  have  already  given’you.  Now^ 
as  I  understand  your  testimony,  you  base  this  statement  [reading] : 

I  believe  there  are  Communists  In  my  own  organization ;  there  are  Communists 
In  the  State  Department — 

on  the  fact  that  you  know  of  tivo  Coimhunists  in  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  you  don’t  know  of  one  in  your  organization  in  the  United 
States,  and  that  is  the  basis  for  this  statement? 

General  Smith.  Have  I  allayed  your  disturbance  ? 

Mr.  Walter.  You  haven’t  allayed  my  disturbance.  I  ani  disturbed 
because  you  happen  to  be  occupying  the  position  you  are  occupying. 
General,  to  be  brutally  and-  perfectly  frank. 

.  Mr.  Wood.  Any  further  questions? 

Mr.  Tavenxer.  May  I  put  the  question,  this  way :  What  basis  did 
you  have  for  stating  that  the  Communists  had  infiltrated  every  seen-; 
ri^  organization  of  Government  in  one  way  or  another? 

General  Smith.-  I  think  that  it  isjnevitable  that  in  one  .way*  or  an? 
other  at  some  time  or  another  there  must  be  a  penetration  within  prac¬ 
tically  all  of  our  security  agencies,  who  are  obliged  to  deal  with  people 
of  a  certain  type.  . 

You  are  asking  me  to  go,  into  methods  which-I  would  be  happy  to 
do  in  a  closed  tessiori,'but  aside  from  that  all  I.  can- say  is  thatT  have 
observed  what  they  have  been  able  to  do  elsewhere,  aiid  I  am  conscious 
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and  i.know  what,  they  have  been  able  to  do  in  the  past,  let  us  say,. in' 
Canada,’  in  the  United  States. i'tselfj  as  you  will  note  from  the  records 
of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  .Investigation,  in  Japan,  and.in  Germany.. 

[phpsQ  two  latter  countries-were  once  where  the^security  police^d^d 
■not  (Operate .under  the2limitatious.of  law  and  decency  and  regard^pr 
Immjin  rights- that  we^doan-tliis  pounti-y,.and  yet  they  were  phenor 
menally  successful,  and  so  it  wpiild  be  very  foolislx  and  very  fatuous 
of  us  to  assume  that  somewhere  we  do  not  have  a  penetration.,  I  be- 
liQy.e'_that'.alhof;my'C9,lleagues  in  the  intelligence  community  so  assume 
and  go  act.,  " 

Mr,' Walter.  That-is  exactly  what  you  meant  on  the  29th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  you  assumed  and  presumed  that  there  had  been  an  infiltra¬ 
tion  and  that  ^yas  merely  an  assumption’ based  on  notlung  more  than 
the.history  pf  the  past. 

General  Smith.  A  little  more  than  that. 

Mr.,  Walter.  Plus  the 'two  cases- that  you  know  of  in  the  State 
Dcmaftment. 

General  Sshth..  A  little  more  than  that.  As  I  have  told  you.  Con¬ 
gressman,  we  have  turned  up  abroad  people  within  our  own  organiza¬ 
tion,  and  there  are  other  organizations  like  my  own  which  operate 
abroad  and  which  operate  under  the  same  difficulties,  and  the  same 
limitations,  and  which  are  obliged  to  employ  the  same  type  of 
personnel. 

Mr.  Velde.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  am  going  to  assume  just 
like  you  do,  because  I  know  that  from  the  past  there  have  been  infiltra¬ 
tions  into  the  various  security  services.  You  take  the,  OSS,  for  in¬ 
stance,'!  don’t  know  whether  you  heard  of  Sterling  Hayden  or  not. 

General  Smith.  Indeed  I  have. 

Mr.  Velde.  Sterling  Hayden  came  before  this  committee,  and  he 
testified  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Communist  Party,  at  the  time  he 
was  in  the  OSS,  and  certainly  we  can  assume  that  if  a  gentleman- of 
that  standing  would  come  in  and  say  .that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Communist  Party,  that  there  are'  othere,  too,  who  have  been  in  the 
services,  and  who  will  attempt  to  get  into  tlie  services  in.  the  future, 
and  I  thoroughly  agree  with  General  Smith  in  his  statement. 

General  Smith.  May  I  make  a  perfectly  gratuitous  statement  at  this 
point? 

Mr.  Wood.  Yes,  sir ;  we  would  be  delighted  to  have  it. 

General  Smith.  I  am  not  political,  and  I  have  no  political  affilia¬ 
tions,  and  I  have  no  political  leanings.  I  am  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  this,  ^lerfectly  honest,  to  my  mind,  statement  made  under  oath, 
and'  under  very  limited  conditions,  has  been  at  certain  levels  used 
politicallj[.  Now,  I  would  like  to  say  this:  Any  future  President,' 
Democratic  or  Eepublican,  is  going  to  have  to  work  with  the  same 
^encies  that  are  now  engaged  in  the  problem  of  eliminating  the 
Communist  menace.  Any  future  administration,  •  Democratic  or 
Eepublican,  is  goingto  encounter  the  same  difficulties. 

I  know  both  the  Presidential  candidates  arid  I  have  the  most  pro¬ 
found  respect  for  the  integrity  and  character  and  ability  of  both  of 
them.  If  either  one  of  them  does  as  well  as  President  Truman  has 
done  in  supporting  and  encouragirig^  the  activities  of  the  security 
agencies  of  this  Government,  then  the -American  people  will  be  able 
to  congratulate  themselves  and  will  have  nothing  to  worry  about. 
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,  Mr.  Wood.  I, appreciate; that  statement,  and^the  sentimentbehind.it. 
I  hope,  also,  that  you  may  be  cognizant  of  the  very  deep,  concern  the 
memcers  of  this  committee  felt  when' they *readiin  tile  press  the  state- 
ment,attril)uted,to,you  to  the  effect  that  to  your,  knowledge,  pfcactically 
every  lagency.  of  this  .Government  had  been  infiltrated  by  .Communists 
and'their  agents.  I  underetand  now,,  from' what  you  say  here,  thaf 
when  you  made  those  statements  that,  for  instance :  ' 

I  would  agree  that  there  are  Communists  in  the  State  Department — 

you  predicate  that  oh.  tlie-two  instances  that  you  detailed  to  this 
committee; 

General  Smith.  I  certainly  .know  of 'twoj  Mr.  Chairman,  and  it  will 
be  inevitable  that  in  the  years  to  come  from  time  to  time  at  some  levels 
they  will  be  picked  up,^one  or  another,  because  .lye  have  a  long  pull 
ahead  of  us.  '  '  ’  -  •  "  •'  * 

Mr.  Wood.  I  don’t  think  that  that  statement  was  to  disturbing  as 
the.further’'stateinent  tliat-:^. 

I  believe  there  are  Communists  In  my,  own  organization. 

and  that  is  a  direct  quote  from  your  testimony.  That  statement  did 
not  seek-tb  limit.what  it.'embraced'to  the  United  States  alone,  and  it 
just  said : 

4'  . 

I  believe  there  are.  Communists  in  my  own  organization. 

^  That  was  a. most  disturbing  statement  to  .  me.  I  understand  now 
that  you  say,  arid  it  is’  your  contention,  that  that  is  what  you  intended 
to  convey  then,  t^t  you  knew  of  none  in  the  United  States  but  that 
you  believed  there  were  some  at  other  places  ;  is  that  correct? 

General  Smith.  Well,  you  know  what  my  organization  is,  Mr. 
jChairmim;  and,  you  and  the  members  of  ypur  committee  are  expe- 
riericed  and  knowledgeable  in  this  matter,  arid  you  have  dealt  with  us 
for  a  lorig  tiriie,  and  you  know  what  our  purpose  is,  and  you'lcnow  how 
.we  operate j  and  you  know  what  our  objectives  are. 

'  Mr.  Wood.  >I  understand,  sir,  but  you  did  not  undertake  to  limit  it, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  your  organization  operates  only,  in  for¬ 
eign  fields,*iriany  of  your  pereonnel  are'in  the  United’ Statos,  arid  arq 
United  States  citizens. 

’  General  S.mith.  Yes. 

Mr.  Wood.  And  don’t  you  agree  now  that  it  would  be  a  disturbing 
thing  if  the  American  people  were  to.  become  convinced  of' the  fact 
that  you  yourself  believed  that  right  here  in  our  midst  that  your  organ¬ 
ization  is  infiltrated  with  Communists,,  and  wouldn’t  it  be  a  disturbing 
sort  of  situation?  x  " 

General  Smith.  Yes,  indeed  it  would;  and  that  is  one  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  why  I  was  glad  to  come  here  today.  In* justice  to  myself,  now, 
you.must  recall  that  immediately  after  this  hearing,  to  those  members 
of  the  press  who  wished  to  remain;  this  was  pretty  thoroughly  ^ex¬ 
plained.  One  .or  two  did  not  wish  to  remain  and  left.  Immedisitely 
afterward,  the  following  day,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  got  a  group  .of 
editors,  owners,  and  so  forth,  and  amplified  it  pretty  thorou^ly. 
Kegrettably,  not  all.  of  that  amplification  was  published,  because,,  as 
theJPresident  ’wrote'irie,'thisjs  a-political  year  ‘and  he  understood  that 
it  is  inevitable  that  any.  sta,tement,by  a  member  of  the  administratiori 
is  going  to  be  taken  out-  of  context  and  exploited  for  political  pur¬ 
poses.  Many  of  the  things  Uiat  I  have  told  you  today  have  been  given 
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publicly  fciit  have'  riot  be'eri  pfirited.-  'THait  is’  wliy  I  would  lilie  to^’get 
tHis -record  straight.  .  ’  * 

Mr.  Veme.  Generali--^  .  .  . 

Mr.  Wood;  j  would  like  to'  ask  you  6'ne'  fuiitof  _qtiesti6ri.‘  C£ite^0'rii 
ciilly,  General  Smith,  how  iii  clarification' Of  that  jortiori.  Of  yorir  an¬ 
swer  aS  to  whether  or  not  you  Im'ow  8f  any  Gommuriists'  in  your  own 
organization,  in'which- you  state  that  they  are' so’  adroit  a'nd.ri'd^ttha't 
they  have  inmtrated.practically  eyery  security  agency, ’of, the. Gfpyern- 
ment  in  one  way  or  another— categprically'fido^.yohmowjsay.  that  you 
Sori’t  know  of  ariy-'security  organizatioh’in'iAJmerica'that  has  a  Com¬ 
munist  in.it,  today,  or  that  you  do?  .  , 

Gerierai  Smith.  Thair  has' one  loday?  * 


Mr./WcbD’.  Yes.  ,  . ‘  ,  ^  . 

General  Smith.  Categorically,  no;  because' 'iif  X'did,  I. would  pur 
myfinger  on  him  instantly, ,and  he  would  be  eliminated.  Butl.wquld 
certainly,  Mr.  Chaifniari,  be  foolishly  complaceht  if  I  acted  oh‘  any 
other  assumption  than  that  some  were  there'. 

Mr.  Wood.  I  uriderstand,*  vigilarice;  e'tefria:!  virflfincd  is  the'  only 
hbpe  we  have  of  se'curity  ariyway  in  a  dem’ocracy,  out  by  stating  that,, 
that  you  believe  they  are'  so  adroit  and  adept;  that  they  have.  infilr 
tratea  practically  every  security  agency  of  the  Governmeni^  do  you 
now  say  that  you  had  no  basis  for  that  belief  or  that^you  .believe  it 
because  of  the  fact  that  you  tliirik  they  are  as  smart  as  we  are  arid  can 

g'  et-  irito  the  organizations  without  being  khowri  ?  Now,  wKi6h  db  you 
a^iton?,  .1  ... 

Geriefal  Ssiith.  Ybii  kno'w,  sir;  that'  wd'Kafe  Xfdm  time  to  tiifie 
discovered  them. 

Mr.  Wood'.  Yes'. 


open  hearing..  While -we'  constantly  work  to  perfect  duf  defefisivb 
mechanism,  it  is  inevitable  that  we  will  continue*  from  time  to  time 
to  discover  them;- arid  I  cariridt  categorically  say  that  there’  are- none.

Mr.  Wood.  That  is  the  basis  for  your  stateriierit  theii  that  you  be- 
lieye  that  they  are  so  adroit  that  they  have  infiltrate'd  e'very  se'curity 
agency?

Mf*  Wood.- ]b  that  all?  .  . 

■Geriefal  SsiiTH.-  Th'e  dthef  is  obsefvatidr!  of-  what  they  ha;ye‘ 'done 
and  what  they  are  doing  elsewhere. .  That  is  with  friendly  gdvefn- 
merits  and  abroad.  What  they' can’  do  for  iristari'ce  in  Ja'pari  arid  under 
the  Japanese  thought  dontrpl  arid  secret  police’  system,-,  arid  what,  they 
could  do  in  Gerriiariy  under  the  Nazi  ^sterii-  of  police  cdritfol;  they 
undoubtedly  will.be  able  to  do  elsewhere.

Mr.  VE^k  Mr.  Chairman;  if  we  today,  liere  have  t^eh  just,  one 
ler'in  out  of  context^  that ’is  one  answer  that  General  fSinith  made  m, 
his  deposition;  that  is,  when  hk  w^  aslced :

Certa^iniy  that  should  explain  the  statement  that  he  believes  tlia^ 
tliere- are  Communists -in  Kis  own  ofgahizatioh.  I  just  wanted  to  add 
that  to  make  the  record  cjeaf, 

-General  Smith.  Tliank  yqu'vefy  much.  Congressman.  That, is  a’ 
correct  statement,  and  I  said  ,tliat  I  was  morally  certaiii  that  there 
were; 

Mr.  Wood.;  Do. you  have. any  reasons  on  which  you  base  that  state¬ 
ment  otKef  than  those  you  have  ^veii  ? 

General  Smith.  T  do  hot. 

Mr.  Wodd.  Proceed.  .  .  • 

Mr.  Tawenner.  General  Smith,  you  mehtibried  'the  fact  that  there 
y'ere.two  himbers  of  the  Cdmmuriist  Pdfty  within  the  State  Depaft- 
meht'jmd  one  of  them  was  Hiss,  vtho  was  the  other  ? 

.  General  SSiith.  As  I  told  you,  I  was.ihformed  by  an  officer  of  the 
State  .Depaftmeht  that  there  was  one  in  a  minor  position,  and  I  know 
nothing  of  the  name;  and  if  I  did  I  cdiildn’t  tell  you  because  as  I  told 
you  the  case  is  still  under  inv^tigatidh. 

Mr.  Tatonner.  In  the  cohrse  ol  yoiir  statement  of  '  September^SO, 
you  show  that  the  functioning  of  your  agency  is  made  as.secure  as 
p'dssible  by  cdmpaf  tmehtalization  of  tlie  work.  To  quote  you :

picture,  even-though’  he  may  obtain  part  of  it. 

,.jPo,you  have  a  section, of  your  agency  known  as  the  Evaluation 
Section  which  evaluates  the*  information  received,  and  if  soj;  do  you 
consider  it  to  be  the  .top-level  group  that  you  referred  to  here  in  this 
statement?  .  ,  . 

General  Smith. -No I  have  no  such  section;' 

^^Mr.  Tavenner.  -D.9  you  considey-  those  who  perform  that  type  of 
work  to"  be  the  tdp-levhl  person^  referred’ to  in  ydiir  statepient?. 

G.eneral  Smith.  Please  tell  me  what  you  mean  by  “evaluation.” 

Mi^;  GPavenner.  Persons  who  would, evaluate  information  which  you 
received.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act. creating  the  Central,  In¬ 
telligence  Agency  it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Agency, 
Under  the  direction  of  tlie  Uatipnal  Security.  Council;  to  correlate  and 
evaluate  intelligence’  relating  to  national  security.,  How,  I  am  speak-; 
ihg  of  the?  fiuictioh  of  evaluating  that  information. 
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General  Smith.  I  will  have  to  go  into  a  little'  defiiil  and  then  ask 
-the  chairman,  to  tell  me  just. which  of  the  phases  of  evaluation  you 
are  interested,  in.  ‘  .  . 

There  are,’  as  some  of  you  may  Imow,- two  sorts  of  evaluation :  First  is 
the/evaluation;of  the, source  and  authenticity  of  information.  That 
is  done  by  people  who  secure  ,  it,  and  I  don’t' know  myself  what,  the 
spurces  of  information  are,  and  it  is  done  on  a  code  basis..  But  let 
us  lake,  for  exaihple,  whatT  am  now  saying  to  ,y6u,'if  I  am  speaking 
about  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency,  and  using  a  hypothetical  code, 
it  would  be  evaluated  let  us  say  as  X-IOO.  That  means  that  it  was 
said  by  a  responsible  official  who  was  in  charge  that  it  was  not  a  docu¬ 
ment  but  that  it  was  a  statement  which  had  the  authenticity  o^  ,a 
document.  Beyond-.that,  only' the  source  and'the  person  .who  receives 
it  and  who  deals  with  the  source  knows  who  the  individual  is  and 
what  type  it  is. 

There,  is  another  form  of  evaluation  which  means  in  fact  the  asse^ 
ment  of  all  of  the  information  which  flows,  into  Government  and  the 
boiling  of  it 'down  into,  estimates  of  what  may  be  the  most  probable 
intensions  or  the  capabilities  of  our  enemies.  That  is  done  by  a  com: 
mittee  which  consists  of  the  heads  of  all  of  the  intelligence  services 
pf  the  Government  acting  under ,my  chairmanship. 

That,  I  believe,  is  the  evaluation  function,  the  way  we  carry  out  the 
evaluation  function  which  you  .read  “there.  Yes ;  that  is  on  the  top 
level, 

Mr.  Tawbnner.  I  have  ho  further  questions,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  Wood.  Mr.  Doyle,  yoii  haVe  any  questions  ? 

Mr.  Doyle.  General,  in  your  statement  or  September  30,1  think  that 
you*  said  that  this  is  not  to  reflect  on  the  loyalty  of  our  employees,  or' to 
suggest  that  any  of  our  security  agencies  are  riddled  with  Communists, 
as  lias  been  alleged  from  time  to  time.  In  using  that  term  “riddled,’.’ 
as  you  did  in  your  statement  of  September  30,  are  we  to  understand 
that  even,  in  your  o^vn  organization,  to  which  you  referred,  which  is 
the  only  organization,  as  I  understand  it  now,  that  you  referred  to*  iii 
the  deposition  when  you  said  tnat  no  doubt  there  were  Communists  iii 
your  own  organization..  Do.ybu  mean. that  your, own  organization  is 
now  or  ever,  was  riddled  in,  your'judgment,-with  Communists? ; 

General  Smith.  No,  Congressman.  .I  thought  thatl  had  made  that 
very  clear.  ...  • 

Mr.  Doyle.  Do  you  now  know  of  any  Government  organization 'of 
the  United  States  Government  which  is  riddled,  with  Communists  ?  ’ 

General  Smith.  I  thought  that  that  statement  stood  pretty  well 
by  itself.  '  .  . 

Mr.  Doyle.  Well,  -I  thought  it  did,  too,  but  you  would  be  surprised 
out  in  California  where  I  live,  certain  neiyspapers  capitalized  upon 
your  statement  here  in  the  deposition  hearing,  ahd.they  didn’t  hesitate 
to,  some  of  them  incorrectly,  quote  you  as  saying  that  Government 
agencies  were  riddled  with  Communists. 

General  Smith.  I  don’t  suppose  there  is  a  gentleman  on  this  plat¬ 
form  who  hasn’t  been  pretty  incorrectly  quoted  at  some  time  of  other. 

'  Mr.  Doyle.  That  is  correct.  We  are' used  to  it. 

General  Smith.  But  since  you  want-r-and  I  appreciate  it  vefy 
much— since  you  want  to  set  siiich  a  record  straight,  as  I  indeed  do,  to'oj 
of  course  not.  It  would  be  ridiculous  to  assiime'that  they  are.  I  have 
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iold  you  what  I  know  about  the  State  Department.  I  have  Ithown  of 
twb-there,  one  directly  and  one  indirectly,  and  I  think:  that  that'is  a

Mr.  Doyi^b.  Now,  let  me  pinpoint  this  question,  General :  Do  I  under¬ 
stand- then  that  when  you  stated  in.  your  deposition  hearing -

do  I.pnderstand  .Ihat-the  number- of  Communists  yoii  knew  of  in  the

qhd  one  other,’ and' that  is  all  ? 

’  'General  Smith;  I  think  that  you  have  read  Mr.  Benton’s,  statement 
as  my  own,  liaveyou  hot?  Would  you  mind  clearing  that  up? 

’  -Mr.  Doyle.  I  see.  That  is  Mr.  Benton’s  statement,  but  in  answer 
to  a  question: — ^ 

General  Smith.  T  said  I  would  be  inclined  to  believe  it.  Mr.  Benton 
said  it,  and  he  was  Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  and  I  would  not- be 
inclined  to  disbelieve  him.  I  was  testifying  in’  the  interest  of  Senator 
Benton. 

Mr.  Doyle.  May  I  say,  preliminary  to  this  one  further  question, 
out  in  California  your  statement  was  publicly  seized.  There,  were

Mr.  Doyle.  Manifestly  for  political  purposes  but  nevertheless  after 
that  occurred,  I,  as  a  member  .of  this  committee,  the  Un-American 
Activities  Committee,  was  asked  very  frankly  whether  or  hot  you 
referred  to  the  Un-American  Activities  Committee  staff  of  investiga¬ 
tors  as  possibly  an  area,  of  -  Government  organization  in  which  there 
had  been  infiltration.  ' 

,  General  Smith.  Thope  you  repudiated  the  allegation. 

Mi*.  Doyle.  Well,  of  course  I  did  not  know  what  you  referred  to, 
very  frankly,  because  I  read  your  statement  and  it  said  that  prac¬ 
tically  every  security  organization  in  Government  was  .involved. 

Mr.  Velde., Are  we.a  security  organization? 

Mr.  Doyle.  .  While'.I  reco^iize.this  committee  is  not  a  security  or¬ 
ganization,  I'will  say  to  you  that  generally  speaking  I  think  .that  the 
American  people  don’t  differentiate  very  much  between  a  security 
organization  of  Government  and  the.  functioning  of  this  committee. 
That  is  my  experience.  They  don’t  differentiate  netween  the  staff  of 
this  committee  and  the  staff  of  the  CIA,  your  orgahizatioH,  or  Hoover’s 
organization,,  or  any  of  them;  They;iigur6  them  all  as  responsible 
for  this  load  of  investigating.  "  ,  , 

Now',  iherely  that  lhe  record  will  be:stfaighf,  arid  so  that.the  people 
out  West  will  understand  that  you  did  not  refer  to  or  have  in  niind 
any  connection  with  the  Un-American  Activities  Committee,  directly 
or  indirectly,  may  I  ask  you  if  you  did  ? 

General  Smith.  No,  Congressman.  I  was  referring  to  what  within 
the  limit  of  my  own  definition  means  security  agency,  that  is,  those 
which  are  directly  concerned  with  gathering  information  and  prevent¬ 
ing  counter&pionago.  So  I  d^d  not  directly  refer  to  you.  I  won’t 
give  yoii  absolution;  you  are  responsible  for  your  own  internal 
security. 
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Mr.  Doyle.  That  is  correct,  and,  of.  course,  yvhen  you  gave  that 
testimony,  according  to  yojir  answere  to  our  distin^ished  chairman 
and  our  counsel,  you  only  referred  to  areas  outside  the  United  ^tafqs', 
of  which  you*  have  knowle'dge. 

General  Smith.  In  general,  yes.

Mr.  Wood.  Are  there  any  further  questions  f 


.General,  you  previously  referrpji  to  theTPresident’s  Executive  order 
and  dlsd  stated  that  you  .would  he  willing'to  testify  before  this/ to 
mittee  in  closto  session.  I  hope  that  that  will  be  a  ‘tontinuiiig  overture, 
but  I  dpubt  very  much  ^hethW.’the  committto  can.’handle' it  in '^6 
near  fftture  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  other  wit-' 
nesses  called,  but  could  you  tell  us  generally  to  what  you  were  refer¬ 
ring,  thaticouldn’t  be  testified  tq  in  open  sessipn,  but  could  be  testified 
to  in  clpred  stosioB?

Mr.  Velde.  ' Thank  you.  That  is  all  I  have.

A  great  scandal  broke  out  in  West  Ger¬ 
many  last  week.  There,  standing  in  the 
middle  of  it,  fidgeting  unhappily,  was 
Uncle  Sam. 

Among  go-odd  youth  orgamzations  to 
grow  up  in  Germany  since  the  war,  none 
seemed  more  vigorous,  better  organized 
and  more  comfortably  financed  tlun  the 
right-wing  Bund  Deutschcr  Jugcnd 
(I^gue  of  German  Youth), 

Claiming  30,000  members,  BDJ  stood 
foursquare  for  hiking,  democracy,  outdoor 
fellowship  and  against  Communism.  If  not 
actually  supported  by  Chancellor  Aden¬ 
auer’s  government,  BDJ  was  benevolently 
regard^  as  truest  German  answer  to  the 
East  zone’s  3,000,000-strong  Communist 
Preie  Deutsche  Jugtnd.  It  practiced  di- 
,rect  action;  ithada  knack  for  breaking  up 
Qimmunist  meetings  and  was.  expert  at 
exposing  the  sheeplike  West  German  bus¬ 
inessmen  who  clandestinely  supported  the 
Reds  as  “just  in  case”  insurance. 

But  some  West  German  oldtimers  were 
skeptical.  The  way  BDJ  battled  the  Reds 
reminded  them  disconcertingly  of  the  tem¬ 
per  and  tactics  of  the -old  Ktler  youth. 
They  noticed  that  BDJ  did  not  stop  with 
the  Reds,  but- also  attacked  the  Socialist 
youth.  BDJ  was  secretive  about  its  mem¬ 
bership  and  refused  to  explain  how  it  fi-. 
.nanced  its  recerriting  and  propaganda  cani- 
-paigos.  ta'si  May  Ftan]crutxpbl|M'dlsco\A 
ered'  BDJ  buckoes'/  ,  toting '  truncheons, 
,  _whereui»n  Georg  August  Zinn,  the  Social- 
.'ist  Minister  President  of  Hesse,  decided 
•  then  &  there  to  have  a  closer  look  at  BDJ^ 

Plan  for'Acfion.  What  he  found  sent 
him  rushing  to  the  floor  of  Hesse’s  Land¬ 
tag  last  week  to  reixjrt.  Said  Zinn:  BDJ 
had  been  created  and  bankrolled  by  the 

U. S.  Moreover,  on  U.S.  orders,  BDJ  had 
set  up  within  itself  a  clandestine  little 
army  called  the  ‘Technical  Service.”  Its 
fimetion:  to  sabotage  Soviet  communica¬ 
tions gmd  supply  deiwts  and  wage  guerrilla 
warfare  in  case  Russia  should  invade  West 
Germany.  Periodically,  BDJ  units  went  to 
a  secret  camp  in  Odenwald  forest  for  U.S.- 
supervised  trainiiig  in  Russian,  American 
and  German  Weapons,  including  machine 
guns,  grenades  and  knives.  These  elite 
“youths,”  said  Zinn,‘werp  between  35  and 
30  years  old,  all  former  German  officers  and 
some  of  them  old  Nazis  and  SS  men.  The 

V, S.  bill:  50,000  marks  ($t  s  ,900)  a  month. 

Then  Zinn  sprang  a  real  shocker.  The 

Technical  Service  had  prepared  long  lists 
of  West  German  “unreliables”  to  be  “put 
on  ice”  on  Invasion  Day.  Only  a  handful 
were  Communists;  the  rest  were  Socialists, 
including  such  prominent  anti-Reds  as 
West  Germany’s  No.  i  Socialist  Erich 
Ollcnhauer,  the  mayors  of  Hamburg  and 
Bremen,  and  the  Minister  President  of 
Lower  &xony. 

Enter  CIA.  All^erman  eyes  turned  to 
the  U.S.  High  Commissioner’s  Office  for  a 
denial,  but  got  none.  HICOG  tried  to  ex¬ 


plain,  stammered  and  stuttered,  then  wise¬ 
ly  subsided  atid'firmly  sequestra  the  West 
German  government  and  ^cialist  Party 
to  join  in  a  U.S.-Getman  investigation  of 
the  whole  affair.  Said  High  Commissioner 
Walter  J.  Donnelly:  “Let’s  get  to  the 
bottom  of  this.  Let  the  chips  fall  where 
they  may.” 

Some  of  them  fell  embarrassingly  close. 
Apparently  the  State  Department  and 
Donnelly  were  correct  in  saying  no  "re¬ 
sponsible”  American  official  at  HICOG 
knew  of  BDJ’s  covert  U.S.  support.  The 
previous  High  Commissioner,  John  J.  Mc- 
Cloy,  had  steadfastly  refused  to  meet  BDJ 
leaders.  But  shortly  after  the  Re^  in¬

Germany.Tt  organized  BDJ  as  a  potential 
partisan  group,  and  thought  it  coiild  con- 
troj  its  sympathies.
